The Indians are hourly committing depre- 
dations, stealing stock, burning trains and kill- 
ing indiscriminately ; they were within 100 
yards of the picket posts at Fort Kearney hast 
night, and fired an arrow at one of thé pickets. 
The coach arrived at Kearney this morning, 
and reports passing several trains burned, and 
seeing eleveri dead bodies by the roadside. A 
party of six whites were killed at Thirty-Two 
Mile Creek last night. The Indians stele stock 
at Cottonwood, ninety miles west of Kearney, 
this‘morning. A party of soldier has gone 
in pursuit. It is well knowp that renegade 
whites, (supposed to be from Quantréll’s old 
band) are associated with the Indians in these 
depredations. Fears of an attack on Fort Lara- 
mie are entertained. ae 
Washington, August 
Gen. Sherman, in transmitting Logan’s‘efi- 
cial report to Gen.. Halleck, says: Although 
the number of dead rebels seems excessive. he 
is disposed to give full credit to the report; 
that although our loss was only 3,521 kil 
wounded and roisaing, the enemy's dend on 
field anonated to 8,220. The total unm 
ber of prisoners sent north is 1,07. The num- 
ber of wounded prisosers in our hands is one. 


Tribune's special from Harper's Ferry, gives 
the particulars of Averill’e victory. Averill 
attacked the combined forces of McCausland, 
Johnson, Gilmore and McNeil, on the morning 
of the 7th, and after a spirited fight he com- 
pletely routed their entire command ; captor. 
ing all their artillery, four pieces, a vast quam 
tity of small arms, 400 horses and equipments 
and 420 prisunere, including six field and thir 
ty-two company officers, MeCauslana with 
bie demoralized command fled to the moun- 
tains.

Extracts from the Internal RevenueLaw, 


Seotion 71 and 78 ‘ef “Aw ‘ot to Provide 
internal revenue to support the Government, 
to pay interest on the public debt, and for | 
other purposes.” Approved Jnne 30. 1864. 

Section 71. And be it further enacted, That 
no person, firm, company, or corporation, 
shall be engaged in, prosecute, or carry on 
any trade, business. or profession, until be or 
_they sball have obtained a license therefor. 

Section 73. And be it further enacted, That 
if any person or persons shall exercise or carr 
dn any trade, business, or profession; or do 
any act hereinafter mentioned, for the exer- 
eising carrying on, or doing of which trade, 
business, or profession, a license is required, 
he, she, or they shall, for every such offence, 
‘ besides being liable t to the payment of the tax, 
be subject to imprisonment ior a term not ex- 

ceeding two yeats, or a fine not exceeding 
five hundred dollars, or bofli. one moiety of 
such fine to the use of the United States, the 
other moiety to the use of the person who 
shall firet give information of the fact whereby 
said forfeiture was incurred.
